Production  of  red  meat  in  commercial  slaughter  plants  totaled  Z,  560  million 
pounds  during  January- -Z  percent  above  January  196Z,  according  to  cne  Crop 
Reporting  Board.  This  was  13  percent  above  the  December  196Z  production  of 
Z,  Z69  million  pounds.  Commercial  meat  production  includes  slaughter  in  Feder- 
ally inspected  and  ocner  commercial  slaughter  plants  but  excludes  farm  slaughter. 

BEEF  PRODUCTION  1 PERCENT  ABOVE  JANUARY  196Z 

January  beef  production  at  1,  346  million  pounds  was  1 percent  above  the 
I,  3Z7  million  pounds  produced  in  January  T9bZ  and  17  percenc  above  the  1,  146 
million  pounds  produced  in  December  196Z.  The  number  of  cattle  slaughtered 
during  the  month  totaled  Z,  Z9Z,  800  nead,  nearly  the  same  as  the  Z,  Z86,  700  head 
slaughtered  during  January  196Z,  but  16  percent  above  the  I,  980,  800  head 
slaughtered  during  December  196Z.  January  slaughter  cattle  averaged  1,031 
pounds  per  head  live  weight.  This  was  9 pounds  more  than  both  January  196Z  and 
December  196Z. 

VEAL  PRODUCTION  DOWN  5 PERCENT  FROM  A YEAR  EARLIER 

January  veal  production  at  78  million  pounds  was  5 percent  below  January 
196Z,  but  11  percent  above  December.  The  number  of  calves  slaughtered  during 
the  month  totaled  6Z8,  800  head,  6 percent  below  the  665,  400  head  slaughtered 
during  January  196Z,  but  9 percent  above  the  5 76,  700  nead  slaughtered  during 
December  196Z. 

PORK  PRODUCTION  UP  5 PERCENT  FROM  JANUARY  196Z 

Pork  production  for  January  totaled  1,  063  million  pounds,  5 percent  above  a 
year  earlier  and  7 percent  above  a month  earlier.  The  hog  kill  for  January  to- 
taled 7,405,500  head,  3 percent  above  the  7,156,100  head  slaughtered  during 
January  196Z  and  7 percent  above  the  6,  951,  600  head  slaughtered  during  Decem- 
ber 196Z.  The  average  live  weight  of  hogs  slaughtered  during  January  was  Z40 
pounds  per  head,  1 pound  heavier  than  a year  earlier,  but  1 pound  lighter  than 
a month  earlier.  The  amount  of  lard  rendered  per  100  pounds  of  live  weight  of 
hogs  was  1Z.Z  pounds  this  January,  1Z.3  pounds  in  January  196Z,  and  1Z.  5 
pounds  in  December  196Z.

Lamb  and  mutton  production  in  January  was  73  million  pounds,  5 percent 
below  a year  earlier,  but  ZZ  percent  above  a month  earlier.  Sheep  and  lambs 
slaughtered  during  the  month  totaled  1,46Z,  900  head.  This  was  6 percent  be- 
low the  1,  558,  700  head  slaughtered  during  January  I96Z,  but  17  percent  above 
the  1,  Z49,  300  head  slaughtered  during  December.  Sheep  and  lambs  slaughtered 
this  January  averaged  101  pounds  per  head  live  weight,  1 pound  more  than  a 
year  earlier  and  Z pounds  more  than  a month  earlier.
